Johnston  is  repairing  one  of  the  small  motors  from  Lick,  while 
Jacobwitz  is  building  an  interrupter  for  Mr.  Plumb.  Walton  is  overhauling 
and  adjusting  one  of  the  motors  in  the  electrical  shop,  besides  making  a  few 
small  things  for  himself. 

In  the  shop-class  the  students  are  learning  the  theory  of  electricity. 
The  advanced  students  are  making  drawings  of  the  different  types  of  arma- 
ture windings,  while  the  beginners  are  taking  up  the  first  principles  of  elec- 
tricity. 

PLUMBING    SHOP. 

The  "Scrubs"  are  doing  regular  sheet  metal  exercises,  besides  assisting 
in  the  plumbing  work  of  the  "new"  building. 

They  are  also  making  twenty-five  galvanized  iron  strainer  cans  for  Forge, 
a  water  tank  for  the  ail'  compressor  cooling  system,  and  an  oil  filter  for 
the  auto  shop. 

The  more  advanced  pupils  in  this  shop  are  putting  the  finishing  touches 
to  the  work  in  the  "new"  building,  running  gas  and  steam  pipes,  placing  hand 
rails  and  doing  other  odd  jobs. 
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MECHANICAL  DRAWING. 

The  Freshmen,  under  Miss  Boulwarc,  are  progressing  nicely  on  their 
exercise  sheets  of  geometric  constructions,  while  the  Sophomores  have  received 
the  necessary  preliminary  instructions  from  Mr.  Heyman  and  are  now  work- 
ing on  orthographic  projections. 

The  Junior  apprentices.  Doland  and  Schubert,  have  finished  their  exer- 
cise sheets  and  are  now  working  on  a  coupling  and  cone  clutch,  respectively. 

Tn  the  Senior  department  things  are  progressing  first  rate.  "Fat" 
Anderson  has  just  completed  a  15  H.P.  marine  steam  engine,  and  is  now  in 
his  glory,  since  he  has  started  work  on  a  steam  turbine.  Ed  Kessler  is  finish- 
ing the  5  H.P.  Diesel  engine  started  by  Holmes;  while  "Dutch"  Hoenig  is 
working  on  a  large  steam  generating  plant.  "Duke"  Duckel  has  his  2500 
R.  P.  M.  centrifugal  pump  well  under  way,  and  promises  to  have  it  completed 
in  short  order.  Bastien  is  designing  a  lapping  machine  for  Mr.  Tibbetts.

"Swede"  Felcamp,  captain  of  the  team  of  1915,  is  helping  coach  the  for- 
wards and  his  help  is  appreciated  by  all. 
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The  following  is  the  summary  of  the  practice  games  so  far: 
Tigers  Tie  First  Game. 

On  Saturday  morning,  August  19,  1917,  the  Tiger  team  traveled  over  to 
Oakland  and  played  a  3-3  tie  with  Oakland  High.  As  it  was  the  first  game 
of  the  season,  Coach  "Artie"  Wynne  used  twenty-five  men.

The  game 
showed  an  improvement  in  the  Tiger  team.

Lynn  and  Carney  were  the  backfield  stars. 

Tigers  Defeat  Oakland  Tech. 

On  Wednesday,  August  28,  1917,  the  Tigers  won  their  first  game  by  the 
score  of  3-0.

Mateo  and  played  them  to  a  0-0  score.  This  game  was  all  wrong,  as  Lick 
should  have  scored  three  or  four  times  when  fumbles  spoiled  their  chances. 
An  extra  ten  minutes  was  played  without  any  change  in  the  score.  The  for- 
wards and  backfield  seemed  to  have  an  off-day  and  so  neither  of  them  could 
get  started. 

Tigers    Win    Again. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  September  5th,  the  Tiger  team  defeated  Tamal- 
pais  Military  Academy  on  their  home  grounds  by  the  score  of  16-3.  This  was 
a  very  hot  day  and  the  dust  was  had  or  the  score  would  have  been  much 
larger. 

Lick-Wilmerding   Defeats    University   High. 

The  Tigers,  on  Saturday.  September  8th.  succeeded  in  defeating  Univer- 
sity High  of  Oakland  by  a  score  of  22-0. 

The  Tigers  showed  some  good  Rugby  in  this  game  and  the  Tiger  backs 
got  away  to  some  long  rushes.  The  forwards  showed  some  good  form  in  the 
line-outs  and  scrums. 
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The  feature  of  the  game  was  the  drop  kick  from  the  field  by  Captain 
Rolph  during  the  play.  Scores  were  made,  by  Lynn,  Hering  and  Thomp- 
son (2).    Rolph  converted  three  of  these. 

Duckel,  Robertson,  Kemnitzer  and  Bowes  showed  some  good  work  in  the 
forward  pack  while  Reich  and  Carney  showed  well  in  the  baekfield. 

Lick-Wilmerding  vs.   Oakland. 

On  Wednesday,  September  12th,  the  Tigers  journeyed  across  the  bay  to 
play  Oakland  for  the  second  time.  The  first  game  resulted  in  a  3-3  tie  and  the 
Tigers  were  confident  of  a  victory.
